EDITOR TRIBUNE: We welcome Dr. 


Charts F. Aked, late of England, to citi- 
zenship in the United States. It seems, 
however, that his lately acquired rights 
h'ave not abated any of his preconceived 
notions regarding the superiority of En- 
glish Jurisprudence, and ofNEngllsh liter- 
ature, over those of America, notwith- 
sttnding his new political and social rela- 
tions hi the land of his adoption. 


Charity constrains us to believe that 


this state of the mind has not been the 
result of convictions from a careful study 
of the facts of the case, by an intelli- 
gent and an honest comparison thereof. 
but is the result of an ancestral weak- 
ness, for which Dr. Akeo should not 
be blamed, it having come down through 
the ages, that determines merit on the 
basis: It's English, you know." 
It is not my purpose, in this communi- 
cation, to review Dr. Aked's review of 
the Diggs-Carninetti case, now before 
the courts, which furnished the test for 
the versatile divine to enlarge upon the 
"farce of American jurisprudence," but 
to pay respect to his 
censorship of 


American literature. 
But before entering upon my task, it 
might be well, kindly, to 
remind the 


good Doctor again of the familiar adage: 
"Those who live in glass houses, should 
not case stones." And I may be par- 
doned, therefore, when I assert that on 
cc^nparlson, the "United Stales" lan- 
guage and literature will be found to be 
the equal of the "English" language and 
literature. 
And for proof, and for demonstration 


of my po«)t!on I would recall the at- 
tention of the reader, to the article of 
Dr. Aked published on page. 13 of the 
San Francisco 
Examiner of the 3d of 


September. 
This fact to be borne in 


mind: That Dr. Aked Is a true exponent 
of "English as she is spoke." 
I fear, however, either that Dr. Aked, 


or his "English" -will suffer humiliation, 
when I shall have made the review, and 
Instituted tl-e comparison, as suggested

3d of September. 


Without particularizing, I would

that there occur in Dr. Aked's com-

Puerto Plata have formed a provis- 
ional government with Horaclo Vas- 
quez at the head. 


According to a cable dispatch re- 


ceived by F. Deetjen, the Consul-Gen- 
eral of Santo Domingo in New York, 
the Dominican war vessel Jacaqua has 
left Santo Domingo for Puerto Plata 
with between five and six hundred 
of the best trained soldiers in the 
country on board. The Consul-General 
said that he wonld not be surprised 
to learn that President Bordas him- 
self accompanies the expedition. 


"My advices," said Mr. Deetjen, 
'are that the representatives of the 
United States in Santa Domingo are 
supporting the. central government. 
The United States has agreed to the 
closing and blockading of the ports 
which have seceded. The news that 
the east and south of the country are 
quiet is confirmed.
